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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-12 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election of Group I and species canine and inflammatory 
gastrointestinal diseases in the reply filed on 07/14/2008 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

In the interest of compact prosecution, the search has been extended to feline 
and arthritis. 

Claims 4, 7, 8 and 10-12 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Inventions/species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 9 are currently under examination as they read on a method 
of veterinary treatment of a mammal comprising administering a serum composition 
obtained from a goat after challenge with an immunogen. 

Priority 

3. The domestic priority date for claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 9 is deemed the effective filing 
date of PCT/GB04/50040, i.e., 12/10/2004. 
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Applicant's claim for foreign priority is acknowledged. Receipt is acknowledged 
of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers have been placed of 
record in the file. However, upon examination, the UK applications, 0328650.7, 
0404533.2 and 0404534.0 do not appear to provide sufficient written support for claim 6 
in the recitation of "inflammatory gastrointestinal disease". Should Applicant disagree 
with the Examiner's factual determination above, it is incumbent upon Applicant to 
provide a showing that specifically supports the instant claim limitations. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 08/14/2006 is being 
considered by the examiner. 

Specification

7. Claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Heeney et al. (WO 03/064472 A2, cited on IDS, see entire document). 

Heeney et al. teach administering goat serum obtained from a goat immunized 
with killed viral lysate to mammals including canines and felines for treating autoimmune 
diseases involving gastrointestinal tract which reads on inflammatory gastrointestinal 
disease and arthritis (see, e.g., page 7, paragraph 4; page 9, paragraph 1; page 10, 
paragraph 4; page 16, paragraph 4; and page 29, section under "Treatment of non- 
human animals"; and page 40, claims 1-9).
